Announced For 
St. Joseph's Church 


Palm Sunday marks the begin 
mng of Holy Week which brings to 
a dramatic close The penitential 
season of Lent, 
Msgr. George Mason, pastor of 
St. Joseph s church v. ill officiate at 
the blessing of the palms and sing 
a high Mass at 8 a. rn. Following 
the blessing of the palms, they will 
be distributed to the laity. 
After this, there will be a proces- 
| sion when the priest and the aco­ 
lytes march to the front of the 
church and out the door which is 
then closed. The acolytes w ill chant 
a number of responses while the 
priest knocks on the doorwith the 
foot of the cross and the d o o r 
being opened, the procession enters 
the church 
During the procession, the choir 
and the priest chant responses. 
During the Mass which follows, the 
palms are held in the hand during 
the reading of the Passion and th* 
Gospel. 
Account of the Passion, which 
will be read according to St. Mat 
thew, speaks of the d i f f e r e n t 
phases of our Lord s ignominy — 
the treachery of Judas, the agony, 
the desertion of the Apostles, the 
cruelty of His judges and the suf­ 
ferings of the cross. 
This is an extra long service, and 
for that reason the time of second 
Mass will he 10:30 a. rn. instead of 
IO a. rn. This will be a low Mass. 
Services 
consisting 
of rosary, 
benediction of the Blessed Sacra 
mcnt and instruction will be at 7:30 
p rn. 
There will be no lenten service 
Wednesday evening. 
The last days of Holy Week fall 
naturally into two groups. Holy 
Thursday and Good Friday form 
the first. 
During these services, the last 
events of our Lord’s life are cele­ 
brated. Holy Saturday services are 
closely related with the Easter Sun­ 
day service. 
On Holy Thursday, the feast of 
the Institution of the Holy Euchar­ 
ist is celebrated. 
During this Mass. a Host is con­ 
secrated and preserved for the 
Mass of the Presanctified which is 
celebrated on Good Friday. After 
this Host is consecrated it is car­ 
ried in procession to the repository, 
which has been prepared on a side 
altar. The procession Is formed by 
school children following an acolyte 
carrying the cross. The priest car­ 
ries the Host in a chalice at the 
rear of the procession with aco­ 
lytes carrying lighted candles, a 
censor and incense. The Host is in­ 
censed during the procession. Four 
small girls drop flower.* in the path 
of the priest from baskets. 
During the procession, the chil­ 
dren accompany the choir as they 
sing the hymn of the Blessed Sac­ 
rament. This hymn, as well as the 
later part of the Mass, is sung 
without organ accompaniment as 
the organ is not heard after first 
part of the Mass. Also all lights 
are extinguished. There will be no 
more music nor lights in the church 
until after the first part of the 
i Mass on Holy Saturday. 
Throughout Thursday there is 
adoration of the Blessed Sacra­ 
ment. The adoration will last until 
noon of Good Friday, when th e 
Mass 
of the 
Presanctified 
will 
start. 
Good Friday’s services will start 
at 8 a. rn. with adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament, Mass of the 
Presanctified is to start at noon, 
to be followed by adoration of the 
Cross. Sermons on the “ Seven La't 
Words” and Stations of the Cro>s 
will close the service at 3 p rn.

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SUBMARINE THREAT 
REPEATED at regular intervals is the 
story of Russia’s naval strength, particu­ 
larly that part which has to do with sub­ 
marines, Often it has been claimed that 
Russia has a submarine fleet capable of 
controlling both oceans, which in the event 
of war would roam at will, destroying ship­ 
ping and making it difficult for the United 
States to win the conflict. 
The latest report is less disturbing, and 
has whittled Russia’s strength under water 
by a considerable margin. 
If Russia went to war today, according 
to the latest survey, her underwater oper­ 
ations would have to be confined to Euro­ 
pean coastal waters. She has no sub­ 
marines capable of threatening American 
shores. Total strength lies between 300 and 
400 vessels, few of which are ultra-modern. 
These facts have been developed at con­ 
gressional hearings on defense. 
But it was reiterated in the testimony 
that this situation could not be depended 
upon to continue indefinitely. Given more 
time, Russia would be able to send a great 
fleet of ultra-modern and deadly submersi­ 
bles in forays along the Atlantic Coast. 
The submarine threat is not imminent, 
but it is a latent threat which cannot be 
written off. 


MOVE FOR ECONOMY 
ARMY, NAVY AND AIR Force have 
agreed to consolidate their purchases of 
uniforms, shoes and various textiles under 
one department in an effort to save many 
millions of dollars involved in present prac-1 
tice of each buying separately. Investiga­ 
tion of military costs has revealed many 
instances of waste, in some cases one de­ 
partment paying higher prices than anoth­ 
er for identical items. 
One striking example of this concerned 
combat boots which cost the Army $24 a 
pair, while the Marines were obtaining sim­ 
ilar boots for $16 a pair. 
Here is a move which should be widely 
applauded by taxpayers. In a program the 
size of the defense effort there was certain 
to be waste. With the office of military pro­ 
curement taking over the entire job, sav- I 
ings are virtually inevitable. 
Economy has received little considers-1 
tion in government in recent years. This f 
latest move comes none too soon. 


Europe divides itself into three distinct 
areas in terms of civilization: Western 
Europe, which is based upon Christianity; 
Eastern Europe, which has been influ­ 
enced bv orthodox Christianity and now by 
Marxism; Moslem Europe, which abuts 
upon Asia and Africa, but has. at times, in­ 
fluenced the peoples of both Western and 
Eastern Europe. 
These areas are widely disparate in tra- 
iditions, thought, habits and 
motivation. 
For about four thousand years, these geo­ 
graphical divisions, which have been de­ 
scribed in strictly modern terms, have, in 
I one way or another, been involved in wars 
I of various kinds. These wars have been 
mostly the product of the response to the 
; challenge of empire, although there have 
i been other causes 
Whether it was the Persian or the Greek 
or the Roman or the Carolingian empire, 
to select a few', in each instance, a period 
of empire achievement was followed by a 
period of obsolescence and decay. No na­ 
tion, for instance, in comparatively mod­ 
ern times achieved a greater distinction 
than the Spain of Ferdinand and Isabella 
and none decayed more rapidly or more 
surely. The life of no empire is eternal. 
The current situation in Europe there­ 
fore offers no novelty in the sense that we 
are witnessing the rise of a new empire to 
the challenge of which all other countries 
not only in Europe but in tile world are re­ 
sponding. 
As a matter of fact, four vast empires 
are in the process of formation. Which of 
them will dominate the others or the world 
is a matter for the historical future and 
the probability is that the answer will not 
come in our times. 
Western Europe, consisting of the follow­ 
ing countries, Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Great Britain, Iceland, Ireland, Italy, Lux­ 
emburg, The Netherlands, Norway, Portu­ 
gal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, and West 
Germany, has a population of about 263 
million. No country of it has a population 
of over approximately 50 million. No coun­ 
try of it is the size of the state of Texas. 
Compared to Western Europe, Soviet 
Russia and her satellites have a popula­ 
tion of 800 million, of which China alone 
has a population of 450 million. The Mos­ 
lem world in Africa and Asia and includ­ 
ing Turkey has a population of less than 
200 million. These figures mean that if 
Western Europe stands together as a unit 
in alliance with the United States, or the 
Moslem world, it is possible to offset the 
advantage of population which Soviet Rus­ 
sia has at this historic moment. To the 
western group need to be added the coun­ 
tries of the British Commonwealth, who 
are independent but co-operative. Without 
such assistance. Western Europe can be 
overrun and incorporated in the Marxist 
world state. 
In the matter of resources, other than 
human, the state of Western Europe is piti­ 
ful. I will take one item: The steel produc­ 
tion of Western Europe is 57 million tons. 
The United States produces 105 million 
tons; the Marxist world 42 million tons.

Skin Cancer Easy To Diagnose

CANCER of the skin occurs 
r a t h e r f r e q u e n tly . E v e ry o n e 
should learn to be on the lookout 
for any grow ths or sm all tum ors 
th a t m ay appear on the skin, and 
should consult a physclan about 
them a t once. 
W orkers lr. certain occupation* 
seem to run a special risk of c a n ­ 
cer of the skin. Those exposed to 
soot, pitch, ta r and shale oil are 
more likely th a n others to develop 
this type of cancer. 


R epeated Injury 
W ork in w hich there Is frequent 
co n tact w ith arsenic, creosote, 
and various solvents m ay also 
lead to cancerous skin grow ths. 
R epeated Injury to th e sam e p a rt 
of the sk in —o ften unnoticed— 
m ay have a sim iliar result. 
Prolonged exposure to heat, and 
overexposure to X -rays also add 
to the num ber of cancer eases, 
especially those of the skin of the 
lace, hands and scrotum . 
In addition, m any types of In ­ 
du strial hazards m ay cause c a n ­ 
cer in other p arts of the body. It 
is recognized th a t handling ch ro ­ 
m ates will cause lung cancer; 
aniline dyes cause tum ors of th e 
bladder, 
and 
handling 
ra d io ­ 
active m aterials m ay cause bone 
tum ors. 
The growing field of atom ic 
energy 
contains 
special 
risks. 
M iners for uranium ores are read - 


i lly exposed to radio-active ray* 
which cause a form of skin cancer. 
This may also occur in research 
workers. 
Safety devices and m ethods 
have 
been 
Installed 
In 
m any 
plants to elim inate these hazards 
to workers. However, authorities 
believe th a t sim ple precautions 
In handling m aterials would also 
prevent m any cancers. 
As a rule, cancer of the skin la 
easy to diagnose by taking a 
sam ple from th e grow th or tum or 
and exam ining It under a m icro­ 
scope. This is known as a biopsy. 
Regular Skin Inspection 
Mosi skin cancers can be com ­ 
pletely and safely rem oved lf 
treated early. This Is why it Is 
Im portsnt to Inspect your own 
skin regularly, and consult th® 
doctor Im m ediately about any 
suspicious grow ths or disorders. 
W orkers exposed to special risks 
should m ake this Inspection a 
I regular part of th eir Job. 
I 
It Is of first Im portance th a t all 
' such workers should have safe 
working conditions and devices to 
prevent cancer of the skin.

Britain has been exporting people 
for three centuries.

Countries such as (Treat Britain, 
Holland, Belgium, ann France are 
only great powers in the sense that 
they are 
great 
colonial 
powers. 
When they lose their colonies, they 
become second-rate nations. Their 
economy and their military position 
are dependent upon colonialism. 


Great Britain, therefore, is forc­ 
ed by the circumstances of her po­ 
sition to regard the British Com­ 
monwealth of Nations as more im ­ 
portant than the continent of Eu r­ 
ope. 


It is this historic fact that ex­ 
plains the weakness of NATO, B rit­ 
ain’s China policy, the rejection of 
MacArthur in Korea and her un­ 
certainties in the United Nations. 
Similarly, Fiance is more concern­ 
ed with Tunisia and French Indo­ 
china than with NATO. 


The emphasis is the preservation 
of the remnants of empire in an 
imperial era.

ERASMUS, whose edition of the 
Greek text was basic for the King 
Jam es scholars, used only eight 
medieval 
manuscripts. 
Scholars 
now have about 4.500 manuscripts 
of the New Testament inscribed in 
Greek prior to the invention of 
printing. 
The Hebrew of the Old T esta­ 
ment presents a different problem. 
Hebrew scholars standardized the 
text in the 9th and 10th centuries. 
But Hebrew is a difficult language 
to copy and errors creep in easily. 
The RSY committee 
has c uble- 
checked by referring to old vers­ 
ions translated into Greek and oth­ 
er languages from Hebrew texts 
older than any existing today. 
Archeological discoveries in the 
last 17 years have added greatly 
to the resources of scholars for 
understanding the meaning of the 
Hebrew, Aramaic and Greek in 
which the Bible was written. 
The changed meaning of English 


words is simply a matter of the 
development of the English lang­ 
uage.
